NOTICES   REGARDING   MEAT   INSPECTION. 

COOKING   OF   HAMS   AND   PRODUCTS   CONTAINING   PORK. 

In  the  cooking  of  hams,  sausages,  and  other  products  containing  the  muscle  tissue 
of  pork  prepared  in  official  establishments  for  sale  as  cooked  products  it  is  highly 
important  that  the  requirements  concerning  the  temperature  to  which  the  products  are 
heated  shall  be  strictly  complied  with,  and  only  those  methods  of  cooking  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  official  establishments  as  are  known  to  secure  a  temperature  of  at  least  137°  F. 
in  all  portions  of  the  product.  This  requirement  should  not  be  confused  with  the 
requirements  relative  to  products  passed  for  sterilization,  for  which  a  higher  tempera- 
ture is  specified. 

On  account  of  differences  in  methods  of  cooking  and  in  weights  of  products  it  is 
impracticable  to  specify  the  cooking  necessary  to  insure  that  all  parts  of  the  meats  are 
heated  to  the  required  temperature.  Inspectors  will  carefully  control  the  cooking 
processes  used  in  official  establishments  with  such  tests  as  may  be  necessary,  and  take 
suitable  precautions  to  prevent  failures  on  the  part  of  establishments  to  keep  the 
operation  of  processes  of  cooking  products  containing  pork  up  to  an  approved  standard. 

M.   I.   FORM    115   REPORTS   DISCONTINUED. 

Until  otherwise  instructed  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  will  discontinue 
reports  M.  I.  Form  115.  If  any  insanitary  condition  at  an  official  establishment 
requires  correction  and  it  is  desirable  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Wash- 
ington office  for  information  or  appropriate  action  such  condition  should  be  so  reported 
by  special  letter.

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MEAT   INSPECTION   FREE   FROM    BLAME   AT   CAMP   TREVIS. 

The  bureau  has  completed  its  investigation  of  the  statement  made  and  widely  pub- 
lished some  weeks  ago  that  meats  and  poultry  unfit  for  food  had  been  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  for  Army  consumption  at  Camp  Travis,  and  finds  that  the  Federal  meat  inspec- 
tion was  in  no  way  involved.  This  announcement  is  made  because  inquiries  received 
indicate  an  impression  that  the  reports  reflected  on  its  meat-inspection  service. 

The  published  statements  were  based  partly  on  information  given  out  by  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission,  but  a  letter  from  Commissioner  Victor  Murdock  to  the  chief  of  the 
bureau  makes  it  clear  that  no  blame  attached  to  the  meat  inspection.  Mr.  Murdock 
says:  "The  question  of  meat  contracted  for  by  the  Army  and  examined  by  your 
inspector  at  San  Antonio  is  not  at  issue.  No  complaint  was  heard  of  the  meats  issued 
by  the  camp  quartermaster  at  Camp  Travis.  *  *  *  The  meats  referred  to  in  the 
complaints  *  *  *  were  offered  to  the  camp  through  channels  which  do  not  have 
the  benefit  of  Federal  inspection    *    *    *."-

TEST   SAMPLES   OF  ANTI-HOG-CHOLERA  SERUM. 

The  last  two  sentences  appearing  under  the  caption  "Mixing  Serum  and  Collecting 
Test  Samples,"  on  page  73  of  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  June,  1917, 
are  hereby  modified  as  follows:  After  mixing  the  phenolizing  anti-hog-cholera  serum 
as  required,  a  representative  sample,  consisting  of  at  least  625  cubic  centimeters  col- 
lected in  five  containers  of  not  less  than  125  cubic  centimeters  each,  to  be  known  as 
the  "serum  test  sample,"  should  be  taken  and  marked  with  identifying  marks  by  a 
bureau  employee.  If  the  serum  is  released,  two  of  the  five  containers  of  the  test 
sample  thereof  should  be  held  under  bureau  lock  for  at  least  six  months  after  the 
latest  "return  date"  shown  on  the  trade  labels  affixed  to  the  immediate  or  true  con- 
tainers of  the  serum  corresponding  to  the  test  sample. 


PERMITTED   DIP. 

For  Cattle  for  Ticks. 


"Atlas  Cattle  Dip,"  an  arsenical  dip,  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the  official 
dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks.  Dilution  for  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  for  interstate 
movement,  1  gallon  of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  121  gallons  of  water.  This  dilution 
will  yield  a  solution  containing  not  less  than  0.22  per  cent  actual  arsenious  oxid.
